is good and may have spoken a little too freely of t hen. GAR BO thinks 
that the VOPO is natal probably not really suspicious of KS&FS, doesn’t 
think that :»r story is really contradictory (shy has she been offered 
s VOPO Job if the VOPO is suspicions of ho»f)* JCRtfFS thought that 
Krueger of CALC ISO bad not properly understood this matter, aade 
more of KEMPS 1 s speculation* as to what ths landlady night have salu 
than the Xhcts warranted* GARBO notes that the landlady expects to 
benefit from a pension In -Test Berlin, end would therefore not take 
action to denounce someone to the VOPO or SFB even if she knee too many 
details of KEJFS’s former Western connections. Ins^y case, GARBO 
advised KEiiPE to try to get a non-VOVO Job (often difficult In easels 
where the VOPO is trying to sign a secretary up— the VOPO has a ~ 
chronic shortage of secretaries)* if this attempt Is unsuccessful, 
she should sccep ths VOPO Job.

"fo the last report the renewed arrest of of the furnitu re 
factory owner RADESTOCK was reported. Reliable Finsterwald^ 
Sources give the ground of his arrest as the fact that 
he was vary bitter recently and traveled often to tfestberlio. 
Ha wa s denounce d. He was arrested macMmaamtc&m and scare ed* 
westex^tat^lAjL waj found on his body- 4/ 

It thus appears that the MA bad \mm careless in his daily life, wh&eh 
led to an arrest* The connection with CADROIT would, probably not 
have been revealed If he had not rad CADROtf material on his parson.

Re Peter Uothes, subject was formerly a CA DROIT UA*So far as 
GADROIT knee, ha vas in touch only with Erich CXBOCX in Presell Radabeul* 
(previously reportad as C/DROIT BA arrestee). CIBOCH was arrested 
on 27/8/54* Nothing -as ever said ebook contact with or cooperation 
with other persons in the local area* MOTHBS told CADflOIT after 
his flight, from the DDR only ifcg that ha had hidden during his 
last daps In the DDR with friends (this must be the "aaXbhouse”)* 

The only other contact elth MOTHES was a letter te C A DROIT written 
by him in 3fest Germany asking help in getting a C-Schaii>— a routine 
matter* No other details available* Questioning showed that 
gIBOCB had come to GADROET with ROTHES onoa^- each had than visited 
separately a number of times* 

2* GARBO reportad orally that^fiMLhad reported to him on the same 
afternoon that the latter's elderly and widowed mother, who still 1^-vea. 
in too DDR, visited hie re ently t^inf orW~TdX~t2WtT ate has been ap proach ed 
twice recently (the last time after returning to the DrR after a (Piene 
Wb cbe visit to Riebel in iiest Sorlin) by tro^young representatives of the 
SFS* On each visit the SFS officers notecT their knowledge that er son v 
was a CA DROIT staffer, stated thelijfeeli c that she must therefore 
know the identities of persons who distribute fHMNBMMARil CA DROIT 
material in that partlular locality, and requested the latter identities* 

When the mother denied such knowledge, the SFS office s very politely withdrew* 
Since the mother had herself distributed some material in the locatlty at 
an earlier period, she became worried and visited her son to request advice*
